‘Our Harbours and our Welfare 


The importance of external trade 
to the welfare of all Canadians is 
shown graphically by the activity of 
our great national harbours, They 
contributed in no small measure to 
the war effort, in that over 16,000,- 
000 tons weight (2,000 pounds) or 
measurement (40 cubic feet) of car- 
go were handled during period 
of hostilities. While munitions and 
other war material were shipped in 
large volume, relatively few commod- 
ities account for the considerable 
tonnage of water-borne cargo hand- 
led through the principal ports of 
this country, These inchide grain, 
petroleum, coal, lumber, and other 
forest products, wheat, flour, news- 
print, motor vehicles and parts, sug- 
ar, sand and gravel, woodpulp, meat, 
cement, fish and fertilizers. The suc- 
cessful sales of these items affects 
our farmers, lumbermen, miners and 
industrial and transportation work- 
ers. Records maintained by the Na- 
tional Harbours Board indicate that 
the largest mount of cargo passing 
through Montreal, Three Rivers and 
Vancouver was handled in peacetime 
The following table shows the most 
active year in the history of each 
port:

It rises to 
the top of the hive and accumulates 
in the 8 inches of top packing mater- 
ial, As long as the colony is active 
and there is a certain amount of 
warmth, the moisture keeps passing 
off this top packing into the outside 
air. If too little insulation is used on 
top, the moisture passing into it will 
condense and perhaps freeze there. 
Then @ warm spell comes along, melts 
the frozen insulation, and water 
drips into the hivé. 

For packing, dry shavings, leaves 
and straw have all been used succeas- 
fully, If straw is used it should be 
the finer straw, It should be packed 
in snugly so that it will not settle, 
but not so tightly that it will get 
damp and stay damp, When packed 
lightly, if 1t does become damp it will 
usually dry out again. 


ORGANIC GONTENT OF SOILS 

Projects designed to measure the

These figures illustrate that half 
a century or more of a grain-fallow 
management, has seriously depleted 
the organic content of soils in south- 
western Manitoba, and though re- 
grassing helps to partially restore 
fertility, it would have to be done at 
regular intervals to maintain even 
a low organic level,

Wash, core apples, but do not peel. 
Cut in half crosswise and place in 
baking dish. Blend together the 
brown sugar, molasses, catsup and 
galt. Pour over apples and dot with 
butter. Bake in a moderate oven 
350 degrees F., until tender about 
35 minutes Turn apples once during 
baking and baste with sauce. This 
makes, an excellent accompaniment 
for vegetable plate, fish, meat or 
poultry.

V. Macdonald, acting supervisor for 
the Home Economics Service of the 
Department of Agriculture, Province 
of Alberta, on Friday of last week. 
Mrs. Macdonald was here from Ed- 
monton to interview Mrs, Taylor on 
behalf of the Prairie Rural Farm 
House Planning Organization (or- 
ganized in 1946). in order to get Mrs. 
Taylor's opinion and advice on plan- 
ning homes for the farmer and his 
wife so that these homes will be prac- 
tical as well as having architectural 
beauty. 


Mrs. Taylor is ae an ex- 
pert on such matters and is deeply 
interested in the planning and beau- 
tification of rural homes. 


The outcome of these interviews 
will be a booklet showing the blue- 
prints of various homes which it is

Floors which you wish to bleach

2. On slightly less essential, but 
still necessary items (hats, gloves, 
toys, piece goods, pens and pencils 
etc.) the rate is 33 1/3%. Most arti- 
cles of ordinary daily use come into 
this category, 

3. On luxury articles (silk, fur, 
jewellery, cut glass etc.) the rate is 
100% (or im a few cases, nylons be- 
ing the most important, 66 2/8%.)
